LICHT. 


Enlargements by Artificial Light can only be practically effected by 
the lime light, which possesses several advantages over all others. Magnesium is 
objectionable from the flickering and size of the flame; whilst the electric light is 
beyond the reach of most photographers, by reason of its expense and trouble. 
There are two descriptions of lime-light jets in use. 

The ordinary form of oxy-hydrogen jet, where both gases are burnt under pres- 
sure, and allowed to mix inside the burner before ignition, is certainly the most 
intense, but requires attention and the use of two gas-bags. 

The simpler form which we have perfected and applied with success requires 
but one gas-bag, the hydrogen being supplied direct from the gas-main, and as the 
gases do not mix in the jet, all danger of explosion which might arise from negligence 
‘in using the mixed gases is avoided: the slightly increased exposure not being con- 
-sidered of any importance.
